939, and was swallowed up by Ger- 
many April 9, 1940, just a few days 
npre than a year later.

U. S. Condemns 
German Attack 
on the Soviet 


But Whether 
Lease-Lend Aid will 
Be Given to Russia 
Is Uncertain 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


The United States Monday con- 
demned the German attack on 
Russia and said any rally of 
forces 
opposing 
Hitlerism 


would rebound to the benefit 
of America. 


The announcement, made 


by 
Undersecretary 
of 
State 


Wells after conferring with 
President Roosevelt, left open 
the question whether Russia 
would come under the lease- 
lend act. 


Wells told a large press conference 


that no communication as yet had 
been received from the Soviet and the 
question of lease-lend had not been 
decided. 


He said that President 
Roosevelt 


had authority under tlhe act to furn- 
ish aid to any country resisting ag- 
gression. 


The formal declaration at the press 


conference .said the "immediate is- 
sue before the American people was 
whether Hitler's plan for conquest was 
to be successfully halted and defeat 
ed." 


"In the opinion of this govern 


ment, consequently, any defense o 
rallying of forces opposing Hitlerism 
whatever source they may 
sprin 


from, will hasten the eventual down 
fall of tthe present German leader 
and therefore rebound to our own 
benefit." 


British Are Jubilinnt 


LONDON— Prime Minister Church 


hill promised British' aid to Rus 
sia in her fight against Germany Sun 
day night and strongly suggested tha 
the United States do likewise. In a 
20-minute radio address to the world 
Churchill declared Britain "will give 
whatever help we can to Russia" anc 
will appeal "to all our friends anc 
Allies" to take the same course.

BERLIN—(AP)—Germany's 


war with Russia is an "integrai 
part of the fight against Eng- 
land," authorized sources de- 
clared Monday, "and smashing 
action at -the Soviet govern- 
ment is one link in the rihg 
Britain desires to weld around 
Germany." 
: 


"We are breaking that ring 


link after link and some day 
it will be the turn of the last 
one," it was said. 


The announcement described 
Ru- 


mania as an ally of Germany while 
the position of Finland needed defin- 
ition. 


"It is up to Finland to say how 


she desires to fit into the scheme of 
things," the announcement said. 


Turkey was said to intend to re- 


main^ neutral, and Hungary's and Bul- 
garia's positions are known. Author- 
ized sources had no doubt of "Hun^- 
gary's abiding hatred of Bolshevism." 


"There is no doubt either of Spain's 


hatred of Bolshevism,,although no of- 
ficial statement has been made of her 
position," the communique said. 


Of Japan it was said that Japanese 


leaders are expected to determine her 
status quickly.

How Ya Gonna Keep 'em Down on Farm? 


WASHINGTON — The Farm Sec- rainbow's end, and when they get 


—she is a woman, who, it is as- 
sumed, doesn't need or doesn't en- 
joy a cigarette as much as an am- 
bulance driver who happens to be 
a man. 


Yes, 
women are finding 
it hard} 


to buy cigarettes in London these 
days. Cigarettes, now scarce, are more 
difficult for'women than for men to 
buy. Some tobacco stores, says Lon- 
don correspondent Rosette Hargrove, 
have even put, up,, signs, "No cig- 
arettes sold to women." 


There might be some excuse for 


such favoritism if the men were do- 
ing all the dirty work and the wo- 
men were being protected. But in- 
stead, the women are being pro- 
tected. But instead, the women are 
being held 
so equally 
responsible 


with men that they, too, are being 
drafted into war industries. 


That being so, no man ought to be 


able to tell them they can't wear 
lipstick while serving in their coun- 
try's defense—or that they ought to 
let the men have all the available 
cigarettes. 


The only time men have a right 


to act superior to women and to de- 
cide what is becoming and what is un- 
becoming in their conduct is when 
women sit back helplessly and let 
the men protect, support and shield 
them from all hardships. 


urity Administration of your govern- 
ment, whose function it is to get folks 
to go back to the farm, is now hav- 
ing some new troubles trying to keep 
them there.

That situation woke up the Farm

argument to their people is this: 


Some clay this defense boom is go- 


ing to be all over. When it is, the 
bottom may fall out worse than it did 
in 1932. You have here your house and

Why no), keep this as 
your reserve? If you have some sons 
or daughters who can fit into the de-
